The following year he 
jroved his theories by constructing 
the first successful automobile tires 
ver made. 
Although th« Mi«helln factory in 
'ranee Is by far the largest tire fac 
ory in the world, the demands upon 
t from other countries soon began to 
eriously interfere with the turning 
ut of its home product. 
With characteristic shrewdness and 


rugality iM. Mlchelin decided that in- 
imuch as he had to build another 
actory anyhow, he would build it In 
Condon instead of France, and thus 
save the cost of trans-shipping the 
ompleted tires to their market 
But it was only for a time that this 


Condon factory relieved Its parent in 
Vance from the pressure of foreign 
usiness. In 1906 it became necessary 
o establish another plant in Turin? 
taly, to lessen the strain of the de- 
mand from southern Europe, which 


as growing heavier and heavier; and 


then the American automobile market 
egan to boom.
